war. But the result was not ser- 
vice at the expense of profits. It 
was profits at the expense of ser- 
vice, 

The owners of the railways got 
profits on their investments, and 
the railway employees got profits 
in the way of increased wages. But 
the public paid twenty-five per 
cent increased rates for such ser- 
vice as they got, got just such 
service as the Government saw tit 
to give them, and at the end of the 
year had to go down into their 
pockets for hundreds of millions 
the differ- 
ence between the earnings of the 
railways and the cost of operating 
them. 

Government operation was a 
fine thing for the railway owners 
and the railway employees—that 
is for the private interests 
stood to make profits out of the 
operation of the railways; but it 


jentailed such sacrifice of service 


and increase of cost upon the pub- 
lie that popular protest foreed the 
Government to announce that it 
would relinquish control of the 
railways, almost as soon as the 
armistice had been signed, and re- 
turn them to the owners—-who, by 
the way, showed no inclination to 
want them. 

There is no reason to suppose 
that Government operation of rail- 
ways in the United States under 
war conditions resulted different- 
ly—except in degree—from Govy- 
ernment operation of railways in 
Canada in peace time. 
erment of the United States is at 
least as competent as our own. It 
had as full authority over the rail- 
ways as could possibly be conceiy- 
ed. The war created a volume of 
traffic such as the railways never 
before had to draw upon. And 
under those unprecedentedly and 
altogether favoring conditions, the 


most that Government operation | 


could do was to sacrifice service 
in order to produce interest on the 
investment in the railways and 
high wages for the employees, 
And the record of the Canadiau 
Government dispels any supposi- 
tion that it cannot or will not lose 
money on the railways as fast in 
peave time as the United States 
Government did in war time. 

The maximum of service can 
only be got from railways—or 
other business enterprises—by 
competition, and competition can 
only be got under private owner- 
ship. A monopoly never yet gave 
efficient service; and of the two, a 
Government monopoly is proverbi- 
ally less efficient than a private 
monopoly operated under legisla- 
tion designed to protect the public.
